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Federal Government Announces §$ 24.6 Million in new 
Funding for Co-operative Education 


Winnipeg, August 18, 1992 -- The Honourable Pierre H. 
Cadieux, Minister of State for Youth, Fitness and 
Amateur Sport today announced approval of $ 24,676,817 
in new funding for Co-operative Education for 1992-96. 
The funding, which represents an increase of 

$ 4,476,817 over the 1991-95 allocation, will go 
towards co-operative education programs at 135 
secondary and post-secondary institutions across 


Canada. 


In making the announcement, Minister Cadieux 
stressed that: " As an important bridge between the 
classroom and the labour market, co-operative education 
plays a significant role in helping young people gain 
valuable work-related experience and in better 
equipping themselves to move into jobs in an 


increasingly competitive Canadian work force."

The Co-operative Education contribution 
funds are given to school boards, universities and 
other post-secondary institutions in collaboration with 
provinces and territories. The funds are administered 
by Employment and Immigration Canada and help offset 
administrative costs related to starting or expanding 


co-operative education programs.

Backgrounder 
CO-OPERATIVE EDUCATION 


One of Employment and Immigration Canada's (EIC) youth 
initiatives, Co-operative Education has been developed through 
the Labour Force Development Strategy to play an integral role in 
assisting young Canadians as they prepare for their eventual 
entry into the labour market. 


Under Co-operative Education, EIC channels financial support to 
educational institutions to assist them in running provincially 
approved work-study programs. Students alternate schooling with 
work experience in the private or public sector. 


Funding is provided for up to four years, on a declining formula, 
with EIC providing a maximum of 85 per cent in the first year. 
Projects are cost-shared with the educational institution 
involved. The maximum federal funding has been set at $200,000 
over the four years, while the institution's minimum share would 
be $120,000. 


Funds help offset the administrative costs associated with 
starting or significantly expanding an existing project. Funds 
are mainly used for the salary of a co-ordinator managing the 
project, as well as for travel expenses for monitoring the 
students' progress and other costs. While on work terms, post- 
secondary students are paid wages at competitive rates by the 
employer; secondary students may also receive wages. 


A typical post-secondary project would involve students during 
the first eight months in academic study in their chosen field, 
and would include work orientation programs (e.g. life skills 
such as job search, job retention and work environment). 

Students then proceed on their first four-month work term with an 
employer, at the end of which they return to the classroom for 
additional alternating four-month study periods and work terms 
with the same or a new employer. The overall length of 
participation varies according to the field of study. 


While secondary projects have much shorter work terms (minimum of 
200 hours in a school year), the work must be productive and the 
student must do more than observe. 


Many types of programs receive funding. At the secondary level, 
projects cover a wide range of occupations, from tourisn, 
construction and advertising to the public sector and beyond. 
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Post-secondary projects are in areas such as engineering, 
chemical science, computer science, mineral technology, farm 
machinery, water resources technology, and business 
administration. 


The government's long-term goal, in working closely with the 
provinces, is to make Co-operative Education programs available 


to as many Canadian young people as possible, particularly those 
at the high school level.
